INSTALLING THE HARDWARE: 

1. Locate your PC’s card slot (usually located on the side). 
Slide the EtherFast 10/100 Integrated CardBus PC Card 
into the slot with the triangle facing up. Ensure that the 
card is inserted firmly in place. 

2. Attach one end of a Category 5 network cable into the RJ- 
45 port on the PC Card. Plug the other end of the cable 
into a Fast Ethernet or lOBaseT hub. 

You are now ready to install the network driver.

1. Start your computer and boot up Windows 2000.
